WHEREAS, the City entered into Contract No. FC-3007000038-F (“Contract™),
Managing General Contractors, with GSC Atlanta, Inc./Civil Works, Inc. (“GSC”), A
Joint Venture, pursuant to Resolution 08-R-0491 to provide managing general contractor
services for a term of three years; and

WHEREAS, the Airport currently requires that maintenance and repair work be
performed on certain of its parking decks and the Aviation General Manager has

~determined that itis desirable and in the City’s best interest to-assign this work to GSC.

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE CITY OF ATLANTA,
GEORGIA, that the Aviation General Manager, or his designee, are each authorized to
issue Task Orders to GSC under the Contract in the collective amount not to exceed
$4,000,000 pursuant to Code Section 2-1111.

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that all contracted services will be charged to and paid

B. To be completed by the department:
1. Please provide a summary of the purpose of this iegislation (Justification Statement).

The Task Order written under this authorization will be replace the existing joint sealants system along
double tee flange to flange joints and at wall or column to deck joints, replace with new polyurethane
sealant material and backer rods on level 4 of the North and South Parking Deck. In addition, remove
existing expansion joints, sand blast clean, saw cut or side patch as necessary and install new expansion
joint system with nosing concrete system. Included in this scope is repair/replacement of broken, un-welded
or missing steel plates between the wide flanges of the pre-cast concrete double tee.

2. Please provide hackground information regarding this legislation.

The installation of the polyurethane joint seals was completed by Metro Waterproofing on
October 30, 2003 under the contract dated September 24, 2002 for the North and South Parking
Deck Improvements — Structural Repairs, H.07.70.050, MII314B. The life expectance of the
existing joint sealants is nearing its end as well as the installation warranty is nearing it ends. The
parking deck joint seals are now experiencing leaking through the sealant on the fourth level of
the parking decks. DOA Planning and Development contracted an independent testing company
to perform field and fab testing o evaluate the cause of the joint sealant failures. The finding of
the field and laboratory evaluation determined that 50% {fifty percent) of the joint seal samples
taken from the North and South Parking Deck fourth level had adhesion failures between the
seals and the concrete and distress such as high heel shoe punctures, tears and cuts. All of these
conditions contribute to the leaking problem. Some of the seals had completely separated from
the concrete while many joint seals do not meet the manufacture’s recommendations (1/4"
minimum thickness, 12" maximum thickness, width/thickness ratio of 2:1). Many seals are only
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1/16” thick and often the width thickness ratio is violated. The joints that exhibit surface
distresses are typical located in high pedestrian traffic corridors near the vertical transportation
core and were the sealant is relatively thin. Another concern is safety and customer service. The
thin joint sealant allows punctures by high heel shoes causing tripping hazards. In addition, the
customers are getting wet on the lower level of the parking deck during rain events. The leaks
also create slippery surfaces which could create a safety hazard. It is recommended that that all
polyurethane sealant joints and expansion joints be replaced in the North and South Parking
Deck fourth level.
